of the board of county commissionets of the proper county
{0 cause a voad for steam Liaction transportation to be laid
out, opened and improved, in the same munner and under
the same powers and restrictions in all respects as pro-
vided by law, for laying out, opening or counstructing and
repairing county roads in this state, except us hereinafter
provided.

SeEc. 2. All roads laid out and opened under the pro-
visions of this act, for steam traction transportation, shall
be a uniform width of twenty feet, and where steam trac-
tion transportation shall be used on the line of, and in con-
nection with any existing road twenty fect in width on one
side of =aid road may be appropriated exclusively to steam
traction trangportation, and said twenty feet may be sepa-
rated from the portion sppropristed to general use by a
divison fence if deemed expedient.

Sec. 3. Road beds for steam traction transportation
may be constructed with timber causewny foundations for
clay, gravel or other material, or elay, gravel or other tna-
terial may Do used without causeway toundations for the
purpose of mukingugood, substantial and hard road over
soft ground, or wooden rails or trams may be used in cou-
structing any such rond when the same may be deemed
proper, and where the character of the country demands
it the road bed may be cut down or filled in to make the
grade of tho road suitable to the requirements of the steam
traction motors. Allbridges for the use of steam traction
motors shall be constructed with a separate track for said
motors\from that used for a general track.

SEC?4. No action shall be taken by any board of
county commissioners in the improvement or construction
of any road for steam traction transportation until an agree-
ment shall have been entered into by and between the
board of county commissioners, for and in hehaif of the
proper county, and some responsible person or the duly
uuthorized represcntative of an association of persons, by
which such per-on or association of persons shall be
obliged to provide and operate on the road propesed to be
opened such number of steamn traction motors as will suf-
fice to transport to and from the stations along said road
specitivd in said agreement, without any unreasonable de-
Iay, and at a cost not exceeding the compensation to be
gpecified in said agreement, all agricultural products or
other freight belonging o any bona fide resident of such
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county for n term of yeurs not exceeding twenty, and in
consideration of the above mentioned obligntion and the
faithful performance of the same, the board of county com-
missioners for and in behalf of the couoty in which the
contemplated rvoad is to be located and constructed, may
secure to tho said person or association of persons the right
to operate snid roud with steam traction motors for the
samo term of years without imterference or himlmnee
through any action of the county authorities of the said
county.

Skc. 5. As scon as said agreement shall have been Whentocansea
signed by gaid person or representativa of nn association propnised road—
of persons, party of the one purt, and by the clutirnun of 3 haying con ot
the board of county commissioners of the proper county, o, momited
party of tire gther part 1o satd agreement, the said board
of county comimissioners shall cause the Tine and limits of
said proposed road to be definitely surveyed aud marked,
including the portion of any road already established that
i3 proposed to be devoted to sleam traction transportation,
and shall nscerfuin as near a3 may be the amount of im-
provement necessary to put said road in proper condition
for steam traction transportation und the probable cost of
the same, and having obtained satisfactory intormation
upon these points, the bourd of county commissioners
shall authorize a speciul election to be held in the proper
county, at which clection the legal voters of the county
will determine whether the road shall be constructed at
the expense ot the county or not, the notice of tho time
and place of holding said clection, the quulification of
voters, the opening and closing of polls, and the counting,
canvassing and return of votes shall be in couformity to
the law reguluting special elections in the several counties
in this state. Provided, That the notice calling euch
election shall contain a full statement of the terms of the
agreement entered into for steam traction transportation
over the proposed road, the location and points on the
road, the estimated cost of coustructing the road, and the
probable amount of freight belonging to citizens of tho
county that will pass over the road per annum.

SEc. 6. Atall elections to be held under the provisions
of this act, the voters voting in favor of constructing uny
road at tho expeunse of the county, as specitied in the n0- gaieenoy pre-
tice for helding the election, shall deposit a ballot, with vard.

signed by the auditor of the county, sculed with the scal of
the board of county commizsioners, and recorded by the reg-
ister of deeds, and being stamped in accordance with the
revenue laws of the United States, shall thereafter be and re-
main binding upon the parties thereto inall its provisions.
Provided, said agreement shall not contravene the provis-
ions of this act or of the constitution of the stute of Min-
nesota, and the board of county commissioners shall forth-
with proceed to have the road as designated for steam
traction transportation opened and improved for such
transportation in conformity to the survey ana estimates
cmbraced in the notice for holding the elcetion at which
the constructivn of the roud was authorized.

SEG. 8. To provide meuns for constructing any road
uuthorized to be congtructed as provided by this act in any
county in this stute, the board of counly commissioners of
the county in which said road so authorized to be con-
structod may Le located, are hereby uuthorized and em-
powered to issue the bonds of the county for the amount
necessary to defrny the expense of improving and con-
structing said road so authorized to be improved and con-
structed. Provided, That said bonds shall not exceed in
the aggregate the amount of the estimated expense of im-
proving and constructing said road as set forth in the
notice tor holding the eloction at which the improvement
and construction of said road was authorized by the votes
of & majority of the voters of the county voting at said
election.

Sec. 4. Said bonds shall be made payable in the eity
of New York not less thunt ten nor more than twenty years
after the date thercof with interest coupons attuched, pro-
viding for the semi-annual payment of interest at the rate
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of ten per cont. per sntum, tnd said bonds shall be dis- Where snd when
posed of at par in payment for material furnished and for sbiermis ofin
labor performed for the improveinent and construction of hieerd read.

scssed and levied oach yvear sutlicient to pay all the inter-
est and principal of such bonds us may muture and become
payable before the.time fixed by law for the collection of
any such tax for the next succeeding year., All such taxes
authorized by this act shall be levied und collected at the
same time and in the same manner that other county taxes
are levied and collected, and such taxes levied and col-
lected for the puyment of the principal and interest of the
bonds so0 issucd shall be applied to such payment and to
no other purpose. '

SEc. 11. 1f, upon eanvassing the votes polled at any
election in any county in this state, held in-pursuance of
sections five and six of this set, it shall appear that o ma- )
jority of the votes cast at said election was cast against the Joe, ommie
construction of the road desighated at the expense of the jdiebeovencd
county, then, and in that cuse, the said road shall not be
constructed at the expense of the county, but at the re-
quest of a majority ot the frecholders and persons living

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesola :

Secrion 1. The following amendment to the constitu
tion is hereby proposed for publication and approval, or
rejection, by the people, in accordance with section one of
article fourteen of the constitution, that is to say, that see-
tion three, of article ten, of the constitution, be amended
50 as to read as follows:

Amendment to Sec. 3. Each stockholder in any corporation, (railroad
it COTpoTutions excepted), shall be luble to the amount of
of siockiiolders— the stock held or owned by him.
